Chapter 1. 

AN ACT respecting the collection of taxes in the city of 
JfeW' York. 

Passed January 12, 1843, by a two-third vote. 

The People of the State of JSTewYorky represented in Se- 
nate and Assembly, do enact as follows: 

§ 1. If any tax of any description on the estates, real or Additional 
personal, of the freeholders and inhabitants of the city of ^hen^o^bf* 
New-York, for the year one thousand eight hundred and for- ci»w««d. 
ty-two, shall remain unpaid on the twentieth day of Februa- 
ry next ensuing the passage of this act, it shall then, and 
not before that time, be lawful for the collectors whose duty 
it may be to collect such tax, to charge, receive and collect, 
in addition to the amount of such tax, one per cent upon the 
amount thereof, and to charge, receive and collect upon such 
tax so remaining unpaid on the twentieth day of each month, 
between the month of February next and the first day of 
April, the time prescribed by law for the collectors in the 
said city to make their returns to the chamberlain or trea- 
surer thereof, a further addition or increase of one per cent 
upon the amount of such tax, and such increase or per cent- 
age shall be paid over and accounted for by such collector as 
a part of the tax collected by him.

§ 1. The capital stock of the Jackson Marine Insurance capiui 
Company of the city of New- York shall be, and the same isSJ^L*" 
hereby reduced to two hundred thousand dollars, and the 
shares shall be twenty-five dollars each. 

§2. The surplus of the present capital stock of the said sorpias \m 
company, over and above the sum of two hundred thousand '^ 
dollars, may be paid back to the present stockholders of the 
said company, their l^al representatives or assigns, pro ra- 
ta, and in proportion to the respective amounts of stock held 
by them. 

§ 3. In addition to the powers heretofore ^pranted, the said bsmsMe. 
company shall have power to make insurances on dwellings, 
houses, stores, and all kinds of buildings, and upon house- 
hold furniture, merchandize and other property, against loss 
or damage by fire. 

§ 4. The stockholders shall receive annually seven per Fwcwit«ie 
cent on said reduced cajutal stock of two hundred thousand ceiv«d. 
dollars, before anjr other disposition shall be made of the in- 
come of said company, in case any profits whatever over 
and above its losses, shall have been made. 

§ 5: The officers of said company, at the expiration of one ProSti how 
year, which, for the purposes of this section, shall commence «S. ""^ 
on the thirty-first day of December, and within one month 
thereafter, and within the first month of every subsequent 
year, shall cause an estimate to be made of the profits of the 
business, and a true statement of the affairs of said company, 
as far as may be, for the preceding year, and so on for each 
successive year; and such profits shall be invested in any of 
the securities authorized by this act; and no part of such pro- 
fits shall ever be withdrarwn from said company except as 
hereinafter provided, but shall be liable for all losses and ex- 
penses incurred by this company during the continuance of 
its charter; but the interest accruing on surh investments 
maybe divided annually; it being the true intent and meaning 
of this act, that, should the said capital stock or interest not 
divided thereon, be at any time assessed to meet any de- 
mands against said corporation, such amount shall be made

§ 6. Every person or firm effecting insurance in this cor- 
poration, and every stockholder, shall be entitled to a credit 
on the books of said company, of his or their proportion of 
said invested profits, sharing, pro rata, according to the 
amount earned on premiums paid, or the amount of stock 
held by him or them respectively, and to a certificate thereof, 
such certificate to contain a proviso, that the amount of pro- 
fits named therein, is liable for any future loss by said com- 
pany, and shall state that' the same is not transferable except 
by written assignment entered on the books of the company; 
but no certificate shall be issued for the fractional parts of 
sums between even tens of dollars, nor for any sums less than 
ten dollars, but all such fractional sum and sums less than 
ten dollars, are to be passed to the contingent fund of the 
company, and applied to the expenses and other charges of 
said corporation.

AN ACT to incorporate the American Mutual Insurance 
Company in the city of J^ewYork. 

Passed April 1, 1843, by a two-third vote. 

The People of the State of Jfexjo-Yorkj represented in Se^ 
nate and Assembly^ do enact as follows: 

Corpora- ^1. There shall be established in the city of New- York 
an insurance company, which shall be a body politic and 
corporate, to be called the " American Mutual Insurance 
Company," of which John C. Delprat, John Ferguson, P. 
Louis Foulke, Oliver H. Gordon, David A. Bockee, Ben- 
jamin D. Silliman, and such persons as they shall associate 
with themselves as trustees under this act, not less than 
thirty-two in all, shall be the first trustees. 
General ^ 2, In addition to the general powers and privileges of a 

powers. corporation, as the same are declared by the third title of 
the eighteenth chapter of the first part of the Revised Sta- 
tutes, the corporation hereby created shall have power by- 
instruments under seal or otherwise, 

1. To make insurance upon vessels, freights, goods, wares, 
merchandize, specie, bullion, jewels, profits, commissions, 
bank notes, bills of exchange, and other evidencesof debt, bot- 
tomry ^nd respondentia interests, and to make all and eve- 
ry insurance connected with marine risks, and risks of trans- 
portation and navigation. 

2. To make insurances on dwellings, houses, stores, and 
all kinds of buildings, and upon household furniture, mer- 
chandize, and other property against loss or damage by fire. 

3. To cause themselves to be re-insured, when deemed ex- 
pedient, against any risk or risks upon which they may make 
insurance. 

Corporate ^ 3. All the corporate powers of the said company shall 
to be exer-^ be exercised by a board of trustees, and such officers, clerks 
deed. ^^^ agents and other persons as said trustees may appoint 
from time to time. Trustees shall be elected as hereinafter 
mentioned. It shall be their duty on organizing the com- 
pany, to choose a president and vice-president, to act until 
the second Tuesday of February, after the period for making 
the first dividend statement required by this act, and annual- 
ly on the second Tuesday of February thereafter, who shall 
also be ex-officio trustees, and are to have equal power with 
the other trustees in voting on all questions, and determin- 
ing all matters relating to the company. 
Tenure of ^ 4. The trustees, president, and vice-president, shall hold 
offlce. ^j^^j^ respective offices for the periods herein named, and 
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until others are chosen in their stead; the secretary, clerks, 
agents and other persons, during the pleasure of the trus- 
tees.

week prior to each annual election, to be held at such time 
and place as may be designated by the board of trustees, or 
by the president and vice-president in case of the omission 
of the trustees to designate the same.

authorized to be issued under this act, as hereinafter men- 
tioned, do not amount to fifty thousand dollars over and above 
the reductions thereon, each person having in his possession 
and producing at the poll, a policy or policies of insurance, 
not marked off, made by the company between the first day 
of April, and the thirty-first day of December, of the year 
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next preceding the election, directly in his own name, or in 
the name of a firm of which he is a partner, the premiums 
on which shall amount to one hundred dollars, shall be en- 
titled to a vote; and in case the premiums on such policy 
or policies shall have exceeded one hundred dollars, such 
person's shall be entitled to an additional vote for each one 
hundred dollars of such excess. 

§ 11. Each person having in possession, and producing at 
the poll; a certificate or certificates of earning, amounting to 
one hundred dollars, issued by the company in his own name, 
or in the name of a firm of which he is a partner, which cer- 
tificate of earnings shall not have been discharged by pay- 
ments, nor cancelled by losses and expenses, shall be enti- 
tled to a vote; and in case the certificate or certificates of 
earnings so produced shall exceed one hundred dollars, the 
holder thereof shall be entitled to an additional vote for each 
one hundred dollars of such excess. Persons may vote by 
proxy, if the proxy is accompanied by the before mentioned 
evidence of the right so to vote. One person only shall be 
allowed to vote at the same election on the same documents. 
And in case of a failure to elect, from the number of votes 
being equal, a new election is to be held to fill the undeter- 
mined places. 

§ 12. The company, for the better security of its dealers,

AN ACT to incorporate the Trustees of the J^Tew-Tork An- 
nual Conference of the Methodist E^copal Church. 

Passed April 14, 1843, by a two-third vote. 

The People of the State of Jfeio-York^ represented in Se- 
nate and Assembly i do enact as follows: 

§ 1. Nathan Bangs, Peter P. Sanford, Phineas Rice, Laban corpora- 
Clark, Robert Seney, Heman Bangs, Fitch Reed, John C. »*~«~^*^ 
Green and Benjamin Griffin, and their successors, to be ap- 
pointed as hereinafter provided for, shall be and hereby are 
constituted a body corporate and politic, by the name of the 
" Trustees of the New- York Annual Conference," and by 
that name shall have succession, and be in law capable, ex- 
cept by devise of real estate, of taking, purchasing, holding 
and conveying, both in ifW and equity, any estate, real and

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personal; provided however that the value of the real estate 
so held by them shall not exceed the sum of twenty thou< 
sand dollars, and that the clear yearly income of both the 
real and personal estate, by the said corporation held and 
possessed, shall not exceed the sum of ten thousand dollars. 
^ 2. There shall be nine trustees of the said corporation, 
who shall be divided into three classes, to be numbered one, 
two and three; the said division to be made by the trustees 
at their first meeting: the places of the first class or number

shall, by resolution, direct, or as the mayor, or in his absence, 
any two aldermen, shall apj^int. 

§ 2. The mayor, when present, shall preside at all meet- 
ings of the common council, and shall have, on all questions, 
a casting vote or ballot only. In his absence, any one of 
the aldermen may be appointed chairman for the time. A 
majority of the whole number of aldermen elected at any 
annual electix>n shall constitute a quorum for the transaction 
of business: but in case, from any cause, at any time, there 
shall be in office a less number of aldermen than are or may 
be necessary to make such quorum, then a majority of the 
aldermen in office, acting in council, or the mayor, shall have 
power to, and shall order special elections to fill all vacancies 
in the office of aldermen, to be held in the manner prescribed 
by the seventh section of the second title of this act. 

§ 3, The meetings of the council shall be public; but they 
may he held with closed doors when •appointments are to be 
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made, and also whenever the council, by a vote of two-thirds 
of :the members present, shall so direct. The minutes of its 
proceedings shall be open to public inspection, except where 
secresy shall be enjoined by such vote. . 

§ 4. The common council shall determine the rules of its ^"J^le^^n- 
own proceedings, and be judge of the election and qualifica- to be adop- 
tions of its own members, and have power to compel the ^^ * 
attendance of absent members, from time to time; to prescribe 
the duties of all the officers and persons appointed by them 
to any office or place whatever, subject to the provisions of 
this act; to revoke or cause to be revoked, any license given 
under this act; to remit in whole, or in part, and on such 
conditions as shall be deemed proper, any fine or penalty, 
belonging to the city, which might or may be imposed or 
incurred under this act, or under any ordinance or regulation 
j)assed in pursuance thereof, excepting fines and penalties 
incurred or imposed for any violations of the excise laws, 
and breaches of Che conditions of the bonds required by the 
sixteenth and seventeenth sections of this title. 

^ 5. The common council shall have power to grant to the Mayor's sa- 
mayor an annual salary, not exceeding two hundred and fifty pavofmher 
dollars, payable out of the treasury; and to allow and pay, ®™**'"*- 
by way of salary or otherwise, the several persons appointed 
"^y i^j '^y virtue of this act, to any office or place, a reasona- 
ble compensation for their respective services; and shall pay 
the inspectors and poll-clerks of all elections, held in any 
ward of the city, the same compensation that is allowed by 
law t» the like officers in toMiiis for their services at general 
elections; aiid shall pay every alderman, who shall sit as a 
judge of the recorder's court, two dollars a day therefor. 

^ 6. The common council «hall have the management and co™™?"^ 
control of the finances, and of all the property, real and per- ^Hvecon- 
Bonal, belonging to the corporation; and shall have power, nances and 
within such city, from time to time to make such ordinances, Jn^^'Se 
by-laws and regulations, not repugnant to the general by-iaws. 
laws of the state, as they shall deem expedient, for the 
good government of the city, the preservation of peace 
and good order therein, the suppression of vice, and the bene- 
fit of the trade, commerce and health thereof; and such other 
ordinances, by-laws and regulations as may be necessary, to 
carry into effect the power given to said council by this act, 
and for these purposes are hereby particiilarly authorized to 
enact such oi'dinances. StloM"*^ 

1. To prevent and punish forestalling and regrating, and 
to prevent, restrain, detect and punish every kind of fraudu- 
lent device and practice; to restrain and prohibit all descrip- 
tions of gaming, all playing of cards, dice or other games of 
chance, with or without betting, in any grocery, shop or 
store; to prevent any riot or noise, disturbance or disorderly 
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assemblages; to suppress and restrain disorderly houl^^s, gro- 
cerieSy houses of ill-fame, billiard-tables, nine or ten-pin 
alleys or tables, and ball alleys,. and to require the destruc- 
tion of all instruments and devices used for the purposes of 
gaming; to restrain and punish vagrants, mendicants, street 
beggars, common prostitutes and disorderly persons, and to 
prevent and punish drunkenness and disorderly conduct in 
public streets and places; to license, regulate or prohibit the 
exhibitions of common showmen, and sho>vs of every kind, 
and the exhibition of any natural or artificial curiosities, 
caravans, circusses, menageries, and theatrical representa- 
tions; to prohibit the selling or the giving away, with intent 
to evade the excise laws, any ardent Spirits, by any store- 
keeper, trader or grocer, to be drank in the shop, store, gro- 
cery, out-house, yard or garden, owned by the person selling 
or giving away the same, except by innkeepers duly licens-. 
ed; and to forbid the selling or giving away of ardent spirits 
or other intoxicating liquors, to any child, apprentice or ser- 
vant, without the consent of his or her parents, guardian, 
master or mistress, or to any Indian. 

2. To survey the boundaries of the city; to ascertain, es- 
tablish and settle the boundaries of all streets, alleys and 
highways in the city, and to prevent and remove all en- 
croachments thereon; to light the streets of the city; to pre- 
vent and punish horse-racing, and immoderate driving or 
riding in the streets or highways; to prohibit and punish 
the flying of kites, and every other game, practice, or 
amusement, in the public stress or elsewhere, having^ ten- 
dency to frighten teams and horses, or to injure or annoy per- 
sons passing in or along the highways of the city, or to endan- 
ger property ; to compel all persons to remove the snow, ice and 
dirt fi^om the sidewalks in front of the premises owned or oc- 
cupied by them, and to punish them for not so doing; to 
prevent the incumbering of the streets, sidewalks, lanes, 
alleys, wharves and docks, witb carriages, carts, sleighs, 
sleds, wheel-barrows, boxes, lumber, timber, fire-wood, or 
any other substance or- materials whatsoever; to prohibit and 
punish, or license or regulate the peddling of fruit, nuts, 
cake, refreshments, bread, jewelry and merchandize of all 
kinds, in, upon and along the wharves, docks, streets, side- 
walks, alleys, and public squares of the city; and to pro- 
hibit, or to regulate and determine the times and places of 
bathing and swimming in the canals, creeks, harbors and 
other waters in said city. 

3. To regulate the police of the city; to appoint watch- 
men, and punish their delinquencies; to license and regulate 
cartmen, truckmen, porters, and the drivers of hackney 
carriagesof every description, and baggage and other wagons 
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used for hire^ and to limit their charges and compensation; 
to establish, maintain and regulate public pounds; to restrain 
and regulate the running at large of cattle, horses, swine, 
sheep and goats, and to authorize the distraining, im- 
pounding and sale of the same for the penalty incurred, and 
coats of proceedings; to prevent the running at large of 
dogs, to authorize the destruction of dogs, when owned in 
the city and at large contrary to the ordinance; to impose an 
annual tax on the owners and keepers of dogs in the city, 
not exceeditg five doUars^ for each dog; to regulate or pre- 
vent the ringing of bells, blowing of horns and bugles, and 
the crying of goods or other things; to regulate and restrain 
all runners or solicitors for boats, stages, railroads, public 
houses and other establishments; to regulate the quality and 
assize of bread exposed to sale, and to provide for the sei- 
zure or forfeiture of bread baked contrary thereto; to estab- 
lish, make, maintain, and regulate public pumps, wells, 
cisterns, and reservoirs, and to prevent the unnecessary 
waste of water; to regulate guaging, the place and manner 
of selling, inspecting and weighing hay, of selling pickled 
and other fish, and of selling and pleasuring wood, lime and 
coal, and to appoint suitable persons to superintend and con- 
duct the same; to prevent and abate nuisances of all kii^ds, 
and to punish the authors and maintainers thereof. 

4. To compel the owner or occupant of any grocery, cel- 
lar, tallow chandler's ^op, soap-factory, tannery, stable, 
barn, privy, sewer, or other unwholesome or nauseous house, 
or place, to cleanse^ remove or abate th^e same, from time 
to time, as often as may be necessary for the health, com 
fort and convenience of the inhabitants of the said city; to 
prohibit any person from bringing, depositing, or leaving 
within the city limits, any dead carcass, or other unwhole- 
some substance; and to require the removal or destruction of 
any such substance, or of any article or thing about or lia- 
ble to become unwholesome, by the owner or occupant of 
any- premises on or near which the same may be, and, on his 
default, to authorize the removal or destruction thereof by 
some city officer; to direct the .location, and regulate and 
prescribe the management and use of all butchers' stalls and 
shops, markets, slaughter-houses, and houses for storing 
powder; to establish and regulate markets for the sale of 
fresb, pickled and corned meats, vegetables, and fresh fish; 
to license and regulate butchers' stalls, shops and stands, and 
butchers and venders of fresh fish, and to regulate the sale 
of butchers' meat, and fresh fish; to regulate the burial of 
the dead; and to direct the returning and keeping bills of 
mortality, and to impose penalties on physicians, sextons and 
others for any default in the premises. 
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§ 1, Where, by the provisions of this act, the common 
coancil have power to pass ordinances on any subject, they 
may prescribe any penalty, not exceeding fifty dollars for a 
violation thereof; and may by such ordinances, subject the 
parent or guardian of any minor, or the master or mistress 
of any apprentice or servant, to any such penalty for any 
such oflfence committed by such minor,. apprentice or ser- 
vant. • . 

§ 8. All actions brought to recover any penalty or forfei- 
ture incurred under this act, or the ordinancesf ^y-laws or 
police regulations, made in pursuance of it, shall be brought 
in the corporate name; and in any such action, it shall be 
lawful to declare generally in debt for such penalty or for- 
feiture, stating the section of this act or the by-laty or or- 
dinance under whibh the penalty is claimed, and to give the 
special matter in evidence; and the defendant may plead the 
general issue, and give the special matter in evidence. The 
first process in any such action brought in a justices' court, 
may be by warrant, and execution may be issued thereon 
immediately on the rendition of judgment. If the defen- 
dent in any such action have no goods or chatties, lands or 
tenements, whereof the judgment can be collected, the exe- 
cution shall require him to be imprisoned inclose custody in 
the jail of Erie county, or in the workhouse, if one be. es- 
tablished, for a term not exceeding thirty days. All ex- 
penses incurred in prosecuting for the recovery of any 
penalty or forfeiture, shall be defrayed by the corporation, 
and all penalties and forfeitures, when collected, shall be 
paid to the treasurer for the use of the city. 

§ 9. If judgment in any such action shall be rendered 
against the city, by any justice of the peace, such judgment 
may be removed by certiorari or appeal to the recorder's 
court of the city of Buffalo, in the same manner and with 
the same effect as though the city were a natural person, ex- 
cept that no bond shall be necessary to be executed by or on 
behalf of the city, for either purpose. Every such certio- 
rari or appeal shall be sued out and prosecuted by the city 
attorney, under the direction of the common council. 

§ 10. The common council, at their annual meeting in 
March, in each year, or within ten days thereafter, shall 
designate a daily or other public newspaper printed in said 
city, as the city paper; and shall cause all ordinances and 
other matters and proceedings required by this act, or by the. 
by-laws and ordinances of the city to be published, to be 
published in said city paper; and may also direct all, or any 
of such matters to be published in any other paper or papers 
in said city. The common council shall not allow or pay 
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for such publications more than the fees allowed by law for 
publishing legal notices and advertisements. 

^11. All ordinances of the common council shall be pub- {J^bi°*u?* 
lished in the city paper, daily for one week, if it be a daily b>hedm 
paper, and if it he otherwise, then in every regular number/*'^ ^*^'' 
thereof that shall be issued for two successive weeks. Every 
ordinance imposing a penalty, (unless some longer time be 
provided by the terms thereof,) shall take effect at the expi- 
ration of ten days after, the first publication thereof in the 
city paper. The city clerk shall make and sign an entry or 
record, in a book to be provided for that purpose, of every 
ordinance enacted by the council, and of the time of such 
first publication thereof; and such original entry or record, 
or a copy thereof authenticated by the mayor under the city 
seal, or the affidavit of the printer or publisher of the city 
paper, taken before any officer authorized to take affidavits 
to be used in courts of record, andfiled with the city clerk, 
or a copy thereof certified by such clerk, shall be presump- 
tive evidence, in all courts and places, of the due passage 
of such ordinance^ of its having, been duly published, and 
of the time of its first publication. 

§ 12. All ordinances made by the common council shall SSlnto*^* 
cease and become void on the expiration of three years from cease.

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TITLE IV. 

Of Officers of the Cityy their Powers and Duties. 

Duty of the § 1. It shall be the duty of the mayor to see that the laws

recommend to the council such measures as he may think ner 
cessary or expedient. As the head of the police of th.e city, 
' be shall maintain peace and good order. He shall have the 
custody of the corporate seal, and authenticate such acts of 
the common council as shall require it. He shall h^Te power 
to administer any oath or affirmation required or authorized 
by this act to be taken. He shall possess and execute, in 
the city, in criminal cases, all the powers and duties of a 
justice of the peace of a town. 
Hi§ Place to ^ 2. In case the mayor shall be unable to perform the du- 
case of va* tics of his officc, in copsequence of continued sickness or ab- 
nesro/atk' Sen ce from the city, or if there shall be a vacancy in the of- 
senee. fice, the common council shall appoint by ballot, one of their 
number to preside at its meetings; and the presiding officer 
thus chosen shall be vested with all the powers and perform 
all the duties of mayor of the city, until the mayor shall re- 
sume his office, or the vacancy shall be supplied according 
to law. \ 
\T^T^ § 3. The supervisors and collectors elected, and the over- 
lors, col- seers of the poor, appointed in said city, shall have the same 
oversMrso^ powers and duties as supervisors, collectors and overseers of 
the poor, ^he poor in any town in the county of Erie, except as other- 
wise provided by this act, and the said supervisors shall be 
members of the board of supervisors of the county of Erie.

direct. All moneys shall be drawn from the treasury, in 
pursuance of the order of the common council, by warrants 
signed by the mayor> or presiding officer of the council, and 
countersigned by the clerk. Such warrants shall specify for 
what purpose the amount specified therein is to be paid^ and 
the clerk shall keep an accurate account of all orders drawn 
on the treasury, in a book to be provided for that purpose. 
The books and entries of the treasurer, and the order book 
of the clerk shall be open to the inspection of any elector of 
the city, at all reasonable hours. The treasurer shall exhi- 
bit to the common council, at least fifteen days before the 
annual election in each year, a full account of all receipts 
and expenditures, after the date of his last annual report, and

^** '* sess the like powers, and be subject to the like obligations 
as tb^ sealers of the several towns, of this state^ and on ap- 
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plication for that purpose^ the county sealer of we^hts and 
measures, shall furnish to them, copies of th^ standards in 
his office at the expense of the city. The common council 
may, by ordinance, require every merchant, retailer, trader 
and dealer in merchandize, or property of any description, 
which is sold by measure or weight, to cause their weights 
and measures to be sealed by the city sealer, and to be sub* 
ject to his inspection, and may impose penalties for any rio- 
lation of any such ordinances. 

§ 18. Erery t)fficer appointed by the common council ^^^^'^^ ^ 
shall receive a proper warrant or commission under the city 
seal. 

TITLE V. 

Of the assessment and collection of taxes for city purposes^ 
and of the funds and expenditures of the city. 

§ 1. The common council shall examine, settle and allow Aocountt. 
all accounts chargeable against the city-, as well of its offi* 
cers as of other persons. 

§ 2. No capitation, or poll-tax for highway labor, shall JJ^j,"^ 
be assessed or levied by the common council. 

§ 3. The common council shall direct and cause a sum, ^W^** 
not exceeding ten thousand dollars for the support of the Sx 
free schools of the city, and a further sum not exceeding six- 
teen thousand dollars, for the defraying of all the contingent 
and other expenses of the city not herein otherwise specially 
provided for, to be raised annually by a general tax; and may 
add to and include in such tax, such other and further sums 
as may be necessary to pay the principal, or such part of the 
principal tof any debt due from the city, for moneys borrow- 
ed by virtue of this act, or of any special acts that have been 
or may hereafter be passed for that purpose, as shall be due 
or fall due within eighteen months after the laying of such 
tax. The moneys directed to be raised by this section, may 
be raised as a gross tax on one assessment roll, without sper 
cifying on such roll the funds to which said moneys belong; 
but the common council shall by resolution, to be entered in 
their minutes at the time of directing the amount of the an- 
nual general tax, declare what sum thereof is raised for 
schools, and what sum thereof is raised to pay the principal 
or any part thereof of the loan or funded debt of the city, 
and the moneys from time to time received from such gene- 
ral tax shall be credited and applied to the school fund in the 
proportion which the amount so ordered to be raised for 
schools shall bear to the whole amount ^of the general tax. 

§ 4. The tax, so directed to be raised, shall be assessed on How tote 
all the taxable real and personal property within the city, ac- ufAtTlad 
cording to the valuation of the same in the assessment rolls «o*i«««*- 
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of the current year filed by the ward assessors in the city 
clerk's office, sd'ter said rolls shall have been equalized and 
corrected as hereinbefore provided for. The said assessment 
shall be made by the common council, at some meeting there- 
of, on or before the first day of August in each year; and the 
council shall cause the city assessment roll to be made out 
and filed, together with a copy thereof, in the office of the 
clerk of the city. The clerk shall forthwith deposit the roll 
in the office of the city treasurer, and publish notice of the 
fact in the city paper, to the end, that any person therein 
taxed, may at any time in thirty days after the roll shall have 
been so deposited j pay his tax to the treasurer, less five per 
cent of th^ amount thereof, which payment shaiH be received 
in full. On the expiration of the thirty days, the roll shall 
be returned to the city clerk, by the treasurer, with the se- 
veral taxes paid to him therein designated as having been so 
paid, and the copy in the clerk's office shall be conformed 
thereto. The counsel shall then fix the compensation of the 
city collector for collecting the unpaid taxes, not exceeding 
five per cent of the amount actually collected by him, "which 
compensation shall be paid by order on the treasurer; and 
the roll shall be delivered to the collecto;* forthwith, with a 
warrant thereunto annexed, under the seal of the city, com- 
manding him to levy and collect the several sums in the roll 
specified as assessed against the persons or property therein 
mentioned or described, and remaining unpaid, in the man* 
ner provided by law for the collection and levying of county 
taxes by town collectors, and to return the said warrant and 
roll in ninety days after the date of the warrant. At the 
time of the delivery to him of any such roll and warrant, the 
collector shall deposit with the city clerk, the copy of the 
/ roll herein before mentioned with a copy of the warrant 
thereunto annexed, and endorse thereon a receipt, acknow- 
. ledging the reception by him of the original roll and warrant 
as city collector; and thereupon he shall proceed to collect 
the unpaid taxes in said roll specified, in the manner provi- 
ded by law for the collection of county taxes, and shall have 
and possess all the power and authority conferred by law on 
the collectors of county taxes, and shall in like manner pay 
over all moneys collected by him to the city treasurer, and 
take his receipt therefor, and shall make return to the city 
clerk of the anK)unt collected and paid over by him, and of 
the taxes remaining unpaid; and upon making oath before 
the clerk, , (which oath he is hereby authorized to adminis- 
ter,) similar in all respects to the oath required by la'W of 
collectors of county taxes, he shall be credited by the city 
clerk with the amounts so remaining due and iinpaid. But 
no such settlement nor any settlement had by the council, or 
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by any city officer, with any collector of any tax or asisess- 
ment, shall be final or conclusive; and no bond or other se- 
curity given by any collector, shall be invalidated by, or 
cancelled on any such settlement, but shall remain in full 
force, and be held for one year thereafter by the city. 

§5. Instead of one roll, for the whole city, the common Taxroii 
council may cause a separate assessment roll to be made for ^Sjfor 
each ward thereof^ and deliver them to one or more coUec- ^^^ ^"^*- 
tors; and the same proceedings shall be had with and upon • ^ 
each and every of said rolls, as are prescribed by the last 
preceding sectiop. 

§ 6. All taxes and assessments that shall remain unpaid, intertttto 
for three months after the date of the warrant authorizing un*^^. 
the collection thereof, shall bear interest at seven per cent ••• 
per annum from that time; and such tax and interest may be 
sued for and recovered by the city agiainst any person liable 
therefor^ 

§ 7. The mayor, by the direction of the common council, wawjnts 
may renew, from time to time, any warrant issued for the JSred. "" 
collection of any tax or assessment, whenever any tax or as- 
sessment shall be returned uncollected, or shall not be re- 
turned collected, or issue a new warrant for the collection 
thereof; and in such r^ewal or warrant shall specify the 
time when the same shall be returned, and direct the collec- 
lection of the interest on such taxes or assessments, as the 
same is given to the city, by this act, and the same proceed- 
ings shall be had thereon as upon the first warrant. 

§ 8. All local taxes and assessments imposed, for any pur* Tunt im- 
pose, by the common council, shall be liens on the real es- SSotlin'^ 
tate on which they are assessed, in the same manner and to '••^ •*^'*- 
the same extent, as the general annual tax of the city. The 
common council are hereby required to add to the amount, 
and include in the roll of any such local tax or assessment, 
as ascertained by them, or under their authority, five per 
cent, of such amount, and the fees which any officers shall 
be entitled to for making such assessment. The council 
shall fix and determine the compensation of the collector, for 
collecting the unpaid taxes y assessments included in such 
roll, (not -exceeding five per cent of the amount actually 
collected by him,) which compensation shall be paid out of 
the treasury on the order of the council. After the confirma- 
tion and filing of every such roll, and a copy thereof with the 
city clerk, in the manner provided by the fourth section of 
this title, the same proceedings shall and may be had, for 
the collection and accounting for the taxes and assessments 
therein contained, as are hereinbefore provided for the col- 
lection of and accounting for the general annual tax, by the 
fourth, sixth and seventh sections of this title. 
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Stroiw* ^ ^' ^^^ *** ^^ assessment, /or whatever purpose im- 
uiaiand posed, charged upon any real estate within the city, by vir-

real estate so charged, from the time of the filing of the roll 
containing the same with the city clerk, for two years after 
such filing; and if any such tax or assessment shall be re- 
turned as impaid, by any officer authorized to collect the

The attor- 
ney or other officer conducting such sales, for tbe full per- 
formance of his duty therein, shall be entitled to demand

givett. common council, which shall be entered at large in the re- 
cords of the city, designating and directing some officer of 
the city to sell, and particularly describing tbe premises to 
he sold, and the assessment for which th^ sale is to be made; 
a copy of which order shall be delivered to the officer so de-. 
signated, who shall forthwith advertise the premises to be 
sold, in the planner, and for the time required in the case of 
sales of real estate on execution, and the sale shall be con 
ducted in the same manner. The proceedings may be stop- 
ped at any time before sale, by any person, by paying to the 
said officer his fee, and the am^nt of the tax or assessment 
with the interest allowed thereon by this act, and the ex- 
peruse of advertising. All ^ales in such cases, shall be n^ade 
for the shortest period for which any person will take the 
premises and pay the assessment, interest and expenses.

signed by the mayor and attested by the clerk, containing atermofsato 
description of the premises, the fact of assessment, adver- 
tisement and sale, the date of the sale, and the period for 
which the premises were sold; which declaration may be .re- 
corded as a lease of real estate, and shall be presumptive 
evidence in all courts and#places, that such tax and assess- 
ment was legally imposed, and that tbe proceedings to au- 
thorize such sale w^re correct; and such grantee may obtain 
possession thereof in the manner prescribed by law in relation , 
to tbe persons holding over demised premises, after the ex- 
piration of their terms, without the consent of their landlords; 
and. shall have^ hold, and enjoy the said premises during

§ 13. The original certificates of sales mentioned in the Effect of 
preceding eleventh section, shall be presumptive evidence of cenlficates 
the facts therein contained. Such certificates shall be as- °^ ••^*' 
signable by the purchaser of his legal representatives, and 
such assignments shall be acknowledged or proven, in the 
manner required by law to entitle deeds of real estate in 

• Erie county, to be recorded therein. The common Council 
shall not gr^nt a declaration of sale to any one claiming to 
be the assignee of any such certificate, unless all the assign- 
ments necessary to prove his claim thereto be produced, and 
found to be regular, and be filed with the city clerk; nor 
shall they grant any such declaration, in any case, without 
the production, and cancelling, and filing with the city clerk, 
of the original certificate of sale, unless the loss or destruc- 
tion of such certificate, or of any such assignment, be satis- 
fiatctorily establi^ed by the oath of one or more persons be- 
fore the council, or a committee thereof. 

§ 14. If, at any such sale, no bid shall be made for any ]^J?f W 
parcel of land, the same shall be struck ofif to the city for the cUtV 
the term of fifty years; and the proportion belonging to the '" ** 
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school fund of the moneys due on such tait, at the time of 
the sale, shall be paid to that fund by the city, and thereupon * 
the city shall receive, in the corporate name, one-of the cer- 
tificates of the sale thereof, and shall be vested with the 
same rights as any other purchaser, 
and w'hcnto ^ ^^' ^^7 ^^^^^j ©^ ^^J claimant of any parcel of real 
bc/edeemed estate SO sold, or of any specific part, or undivided interest 
in or share of such parcel, may, at any time after such sale, 
redeem the same by paying to the purchaser, his representa- 
tives or assign^, or to the city clerk, for his or their benefit, 
the amount paid by him with the addition of ten per cent per 
annum on such amount, and the evpense of any publication, 
and all other expenses incurred by him or them and allowed 
by this act) and on such payment being made, the title 
acquired by such sale shall cease and determine. Non-resi- 
dent owners may appoint agents residing in the city, and the 
names of such agents shall be registered by the clerk in a 
proper book to be provided by him and kept in his office. 
At any time after nine months after the sale of any parcel of, 
land for any tax or assessment, the purchaser, his representa- 
tives or assigns, may give notice to the owner, reqi|iring him 
to redeem the premises in three months thereafter, by making 
the payment above required. If such owner be a resident of 
the city, the notice shall be served on him personally; if he 
be not a resident of the city, the same shall be personally 
served on his registered agent, if he have one; if he have no 
such agent, then on the person in possession pf the premises; 
and if there be no person in possession thereof, then by pub- 
lishing the same three several times in the city paper. If 
the owner shall not redeem the land in three months after 
any such service, or the first publicatfon of such notice, his 
ri^ht of redemption shall be thenceforth divested; and an 
affidavit of any such service or publication, taken before any 
officer authorized to take affidavits ta.be read in courts of 
record, and filed in the office of the city clerk, shall be pre- 
sumptive evidence of the facts therein contained. * 
^d' mentor k^^' -^^J pc^son having a judgment or decree, which 
SecfeesV-'^ shall be a lien on the premises at any time after any su^ 
i2nd»*when Sale, or within fifteen months thereafter, may defeat the sare 
»oW for thereof at any time within fifteen months after the sale, in 
the same manner and with the same effect as the owner or 
claimant of said premises may do; and shall thenceforward 
have a further lien on the said premises, for the amount paid 
by him to defeat the sale thereof, with interest, which may 
be added to his judgment or decree, and enjoyed and enforced 
by him, in the same manner as though it formed a part 
thereof.

§ 17. All and singular the provisions of the act entitled Rights of 
^^ An act authorizing mortgagees to redeem real estate sold u^^kuUou 
for taxes and assessments," passed May 14th, 1840, except io/l^^Jtaj^. 
so far as they are inconsistent herewith, are hereby declared «•• 
to apply to all sales of real estate for taxes or assessments, 
made under this act. The clerk of Erie county, when there- 
unto requested by the owner of any certificate or declaration 
of sale issued under this act, shall search and certify the title 
of and incumbrances upon the real estate therein described, 
and bhall be entitled to and receive therefor the fees specified 
in the thirteenth section of the three hundred and forty- 
second chapter of the laws of this state, passed in the year 
1840. On a redemption under this title, by whomsoever 
made, the person redeeming under or defeating the bale shall 
pay to the purchaser, his representatives or assigns, th^ 
amount of the ^id, together with ten per centum per annum 
thereon, and all expenses actually incurred for searches of 
title, newspaper publication and notarial fees, and twenty- 
five cents for evenr notice served, and thirty-seven and a half 
cents for every afiadavit made and filed in pursuance of this 
title.

TITLE VI.

They shall also have power 
to direct and regulate the planting, rearing and preserving of 
ornamental trees in the streets of said city, 
streets, ^ 3k The common council shall have power to cause such 

le^s'ite'to of the streets, lanes, alleys, highways, public squares, canals, 
be recorded, giipj^ wharVes Or docks in said city, or any part oir parts 
thereof as shall have been heretofore laid out, but not record- 
ed or sufficiently described, and such as shall have been used 
for twenty years, but not recorded, to be ascertained, de- 
scribed, and entered of record in a book to be kept by ^the 
clerk of said city. 
Coi>t«8of § 4. The copies of the records of certain streets, roads and 
streeu £c. highways now in the city of Buffalo, but formerly in the town 
if BuflvS?** ^^ Buffelo, which have been made and entered by Henry 
i">w tobe* Lovejoy, siirveyor of said city, in the book of records of 
streets of said city, from the town recordi of the town of 
Buffalo, shall hav^e all the force of such original records, so 
far as the said streets, roads and highways are in the said 
city, on the said Lovejoy's taking and subscribing, before any 
officer authorized to take affidavits to be u^ed in courts of 
record, an affidavit, to be inserted in the said book of records, 
at the end of such copies, to the effect that he has^compared 
them with the originals, and that they are full and correct 
copies thereof* 
Power of ^6. The common council shall have power to lay out, 
lay out ^^ make, and* open streets, alleys, lanes, highways, public 
leys^^r^' grounds, canals, wharves and slips, in said city; and to alter, 
widen, contract, straighten, or discontinue the same; but no 
building exceeding the vaJue of one thousand five hundred 
dollars, i^all be remoTed, in whole or in part, without the 
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con^nt of the owner. They shall cause all streets^ alleys, 
laneS) highways, public grounds, whartes, docks, canals, and 
slips laid out by them or by their authority^ and any |nd

and recorded in a book to be kept by the clerk, and the same 
when opened and made shall be public highways, or grounds. 

§6. Whenever any street, alfeyy lane, highway, public Notice to be 
ground, canal, wharf," or slip, is laid out, altered, widened or SSa^dama- * 
straightened, by virtue of this act, the common council shall f^jeSr "' 
give notice of their intention to take and appropriate ih(^ land 
necessary for the same to the owner or owners thereof, by 
publishing said notice for fourteen days in the city paper; 
and after the expiration of the said fourteen days, the com* 
mon council sbaH give notice to said owners, by publishing 
the same for thirty days in the city paper, that such owner 
or owners may file with the clerk of the city, their claim for 
damages on account of such taking and appropriation; and 
if any such claim shall be so filed within the thirty days, the 
common council shall choose, by a number of ballots equal 
ta a majority of all the ballots that could be given if the 
council were full, five disinterested freeholders residing in 
said city, as commissioners, to ascertain and assess the 
damages so claimed, and at the same time to determine . 
what persons will be benefited by such improvement, and to 
assess the damages and expenses thereof on the real estate 
of the persons benefited, in proportion as nearly as may be, to 
the benefit resulting to each. The commissioners shall be 
sworn by the mayor, or any justice of the peace in said city, 
faithfully and iit partially to execute their duty in making 
such assessment, according to the best of their ability. They 
shall view the premises, and in their discretion receive any 
legal evidence, and may, if necessary, adjourn from day to 
day. They shall, before they enter upon their duties, give 
notice to the persons interested, of the time and place of 
their meeting, for the purpose of viewing the premises and 
of making such assessment, at least five days before the time 
of such meeting, by publishing such notice Iq the city paper. 
They shall determine and award to the owner or owners of 
such land, so chiming damages, such damages, as, in their 
opinion, they will sustain by the completion of the improve- 
ment, after making due allowance, for any benefit which 
said owher or owners may derive therefrom. They shall, 
at the same time, assess and apportion the said damages and ^ 

expenses of such improvement, on the real estate benefited 
thereby, as nearly as may be, in proportion to the benefits 
resulting therefrom; and shall briefly describe the real estate^ 
on which any assessment is made by them. If there be any 
building or any land taken for such improvement, the value 
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thereof to remove shall be ascertained in the Assessment; 
and the owner thereof may remove the same inten days, or 
sufh other time as the council shall allow, after the confir- 
mation of the return of the commissioners; if he shall so r^ 
move it, the value thereof, so ascertained, shall be deducted 
from the damages awarded to him. The determination and as* 
sessment of the commissioners, signed by all of them, shall 
be returned by them to the common council, within thirty 
days after their appointment. The common council may, if 
sufficient objections are made to the appointment of any of 
said commissioners, or if any, of said commissioners shall be 
unable to serve by sicl^ness, or any other cause, appoint other 
commissioners to serve in their places, in the manner above 
provided. And the common council, after the determination 
and assessment of the commissioners is returned to them, 
shall give two weeks' notice in the city paper, that the same 
will, on a day to be specified in said notice, be confirmed, 
unless objections by some person interested are made thereto: 
all such objections shall be briefly stated in writing, and filed 
with the clerk. If no such objections are* so made, the' said 
determination and assessment shall be confirmed by the com>- 
mon council. If objections are made as aforesaid, any per- 
son interested may be heard before the common council, 
touching the matter, on the day specified in the aforesaid 
notice, or on such other day or days as the common council 
shall for that purpose appoint; and the said common council 
shall either confirm such determination and assessment or 
annul the same, and reier the same subject matter back to 
the same commissioners, or to five other commissioners ap- 
pointed by them for the purpose as hereinbefore provided. 
The commissioners shall proceed in all things, in the making 
and return of the second assessment, as though it were the 
first assessment; and the council shall in all respects proceed 
thereon, as though it were an original assessment. In case 
the common council shall confirm the second determination 
and assessment of said commissioners, the sarpe shall be final 
and cqnclusive pn all persons interested; but in case the com- 
mon council shall annul the same, then all the proceedings 
in relation to the matter shall be null. But nothing herein 
contained shall authorize the common council to discontinue 
or contract any street or highway, or any part thereof, with- 
out the consent in writing of two-thirds of all persons own-

on board any infected or diseased property or person, to re- 
quire such boat or vessel not to enter the city or harbor, or 
to remove to some certain distance, not exceeding three 
miles from the city; and every such master, captain, person 
in charge, consignee or owner, who shall be served with 
such order, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, punishable 
with fine and imprisonment, if such boat, vessel or craft shall 
enter the city or harbor, in violation of such order, or shall 
not be removed according to the tenor of such order^ within 
a reasonable time, not exceeding three hours after the service 
of such notice. 

§ 19. Every keeper of an inn, or boarding or lodging 
house in the city, who shall have in his house at any time 
between the first day of June, and the fifteenth day of No- 
vember, any sick traveller or sailor, shall report the fact and 
the name of the person in writing, within six hours after he 
came to the house or was taken sick therein, to the mayor, 
city clerk or one of the aldermen. Every physician in the 
city shall report under his hand, to one of the officers above 
named, the name, residence and disease of every patient 
whom he shall have sick>of any malignant fever, or infec- 
tious or pestilential disease, within nx hours after he shall 
have visited such patient. A violation of either of the pro- 
visions of this section, or of ^ny part of either of them, 
shall be a misdemeanor, punishable by fine and imprison- 
ment; the fine not to exceed one hundred dollars, nor the 
imprisonment six months. 

\ 20. All fines imposed under the five last sections sl^U 
belong to the city, and when collected shall be paid into the 
city treasury, and be devoted to the maintenance and sup- 
port of the pest-house, or of any hospital that may hereaf- 
ter be established by the city. 

§ 21. The common council shall have power, from time 
to time, as they shall deem necessary, by a vote of two-thirds 
of all the aldermen elected, to direct the filling up, draining 
and regulating any grounds, yards or cellars within the cityy 
which shall be unwholesome; and by a vote of a majority of 
the aldermen elected, to pass such ordinances as they shall 
deem necessary for the filling upoi altering and amending of 
all sinks and privies, and for directing the mode, and materi- 
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als of constructing them in future; and for the cleansing of 
any house, building, establishment, lot, yard or ground, from 
filth, carrion or unwholesome matter of any kind; and may 
cause any of the improvements above mentioned, to be done 
at the expense of the city, on account of the owners, and 
cause the expense to be assessed on the real estate benefited 
thereby. 

§ 22. The common council shall not in future permit the Restriction; 
burial of the dead in the old city burial ground adjoining 
Delaware-street. 

§23. Whenever, in the opinion of the common council, RniWhigs, 
any building, fence, or other erection of any kind, or any ger of fan* 
pari thereof, is liable to fall down, and persons or property kendown!*" 
may thereby be endangered, they may order any owner or 
occupant of the premises, on which such building, fence or 
other erection stands, to take down the same or any part 
thereof, within a reasonable time, to be fixed by the order, 
or immediately, as the case may require; or may, immediately, 
or in case the order be not complied with, cause the same to 
be taken down at the expense of the city, on account of the 
owner of the premises, and assess the expense on the land 
on which it stood. The order, if not immediate in its terms, 
may be served on any occupant of the premises, or be pub- 
lished in the city paper, as the council shall direct. 

§ 24. The common council shall have power to pass all Harbor, ca- 
sxkch ordinances as they may think proper and necessary, to sUps^o be 
preserve the harbor, and all canals and slips in the city; to f/om''^** 
prevent and punish the casting or depositing therein, any damage. 
earth, ashes, or other heavy substances, filth, logs, or floating 
matter; to prevent and remove all obstructions therein, and 
to punish the authors thereof; to regulate and prescribe the 
mode and speed of entering and leaving the harbor, and 
of coming to and departing from the wharves and streets 
of the ci{y, by steam boats, canal boats, and other craft and 
vessels, and the disposition of the sails, yards, anchors and 
appurtenances thereof, while entering, leaving or abiding in 
the harbor; and to regulate and prescribe by such ordinances, 
or through their harbor-masters, such a location of every 
canal boat, steam boat, or other craft or vessel, or float, and 
such changes of station in and use of the harbor, as may be 
proper in order to promote ojder therein, and the safety and 
equal convenience, as near as may be, of all such boats, ves- 
sels, crafts, and floats. The common council shall annually 
appoint one or more harbor-masters, whose especial duty it 
shall be to enforce all such ordinances; and may impose 
penalties, not exceeding one hundred dollars, for any offence 
against any such ordinance: and may, by such ordinance, 
charge any such penalty upon the steam boat, canal boat, or 
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other vessel, craft or float, the captain, n^aster, owner, con- 
sigoee or person in charge of which, is thereby liable there^ 
for. Nothing in this section contained, shall be construed 
to authorize the common coudcil, or any of its officers, to 
interfere with any of the laws of this state, now or hereafter 
to be enacted, or with the acts and regulations of the canal 
board in relation to the Erie canal. 

SiUs*howto ^ ^' "^^^ ^^ ^^ ^"y ^^°^^ after, the commencement of any 
be cundact. suit for a penalty imposed in pursuance of the last section, 
^ ' against any person liable therefor, on the production of a 

certified copy of the ordinance imposing the penalty, and an 
affidavit showing the connection between the persons sued 
and any steam boat, canal boat, vessel, craft or float, the jus- 
tice of the peace before whom, or any judge of the court in 
which suit is brought, shall issue or order the issuing of an 
attachment against such boat, vessel, craft or float, command- 
ing the sheriff or any one of the constables-of the county, to 
attach and safely keep the same, until discharged in due 
course of law. The fees allowed by law for serving an 
attachment against a non-resident debtor, and all reasonable 
expenses incurred in keeping the property attached, shall be 
allowed to the attaching officer, and be taxed by such justice, 
or the proper officer, and added to and included in the final 
costs, if the city recover judgment. The attachment shall 
be discharged on the delivery to such justice or judge, of a 
bond executed to the city, by any claimant of the property, 
in a penalty, and with two sureties to be approved by such 
justice or judge, conditioned for the payment of any judg- 
ment recovered against the defendant in the suit, in five days 
after the recovery thereof.

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TITLE VIII. 

Of the Prevention and Extinguishment of Fires. 

^ 1. The ccttpmon council, for the })urpose of guarding Me""«« 
against the calamities of fire, shall have power, by ordinance, i^g an?ex-' 
from* time ^to time, to prescribe limits in said city, within 8^?!^''*"** 
which wooden buildings shall not be erected or placed without 
the permission of said common council, and to direct that all 
or any buildings within the limits prescribed, shall be made 
or construe ted of stone or brick, with partition walls, fire 
proof roofs and brick or stone cornices and eave troughs, 
under such penalties as may be prescribed by the common 
council, not exceeding one hundred dollars for any one 
oflEence; and the further sum of twenty- five dollars for each 
and every week any building so prohibited shall be continued. 

§ 2. The common council shall have power, by ordinance, chimnevs 
to regulate the construction of chimneys so as to admit chim- coMtnict- 
ney-sweeps, and to compel the sweeping and cleaning of'*^**^ 
chimneys, flues, stove-pipes, and all other conductors of 
smoke; an i to prevent chimney-sweeps from sweeping un«- 
less licensed as they shall direct; to prevent a dangerous 
construction or condition of chimneys, fire-places, hearths, 
stoves, stove-pipes, ovens, boilers and apparatus used in any 
building or manufactory, and to cause the same to be remov- 
ed, or placed in a safe and secure condition when considered 
dangerous; to prevent the deposit of ashes in unsafe places; 
to require the inhabitants of said city to provide so many 
fire-buckets, and in such manner and time as they shall pre- 
cribe, and to prescribe the carrying of them to particular 
places, and to regulate the use of them in case of fire; to re- 
gulate the use of lights and candles in livery stables and oth- 
er buildings in which combustible articles may be deposited, 
and prescribe the use of lanterns and safety-lamps in such 
building; and to regulate the transporting, keeping and de- 
posit of gun-powder or other dangerous or combustible ma- 
terials; and to r^ulate and prevent the carrying on of man- 
ufactories dangerous in causing or promoting fires, and to 
prevent the use of fire-worl^p and fire-arms in the streets; to 
compel the owners and occupants of houses and other build- 
ings to have scuttles in roofs, and stairs and ladders leading 
to the same; to authorize the mayor, aldermen, fire wardens, 
or other officers of said city to keep away from the vicinity 
of any fire all idle and suspicious persons, and to compel all 
officers of said city and other persons, to aid in the ex- 
tinguishment of fires, and in the preservation of property ex- 
posed to danger thereat, and generally to establish such re- 
gulations for the prevention or extinguishment of fires as 
they may deem expedient. 
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§ 3. The miembers of the council, by virtue of their offices, 
shall be fire wardens of the city; and the common council 
shall annually appoint two resident electors of each ward 
fire wardens thereof, who shall hold office i||til their succes- 
sors shall be appointed and qualify. 
Their duty. ^ 4. The appointed fire wardens shall have power, 'at ^11 
reasonable times, and it shallbe their duty, at least four 
times in a year, to enter into and examine all the dwelling 
houses, out houses, lots and yards, in their respective wards; 
to inspect all places therein where fire is used; to ascertain 
how ashes are kept; to direct full obedience to all ordinan- 
ces of the Common council relating to the prevention of fire, 
and to report tp the council all infractions thereof that are 
not forthwith amended*. 
5ncf!°' ^ ^* '^^^ common council shall procure fire engines and 

other apparatus used for the extinguishment of fires, and have 
the charge and control of the same, and provide fit and se- 
cure engine houses and other places for keeping iind preserv- 
ing the same; and shall have power to organize fire, hook 
and ladder, hose and tub, and bag and alee companies; to ap- 
point during their pleasure, a chief engineer and not more 
than five assistant engineers of the fire department, to be 
numbered and designated by their numbers;, and to appoint 
a competent number of able and reputable inhabitants of said 
city, firemen, to take the care and management of the en- 
gines and other apparatus and implements used or provided 
for the extinguishment of fires; to prescribe the duties of 
firemen, and to m^ke rules and regulations for their govemr- 
ment, and to impose such reasonable fines and forfeitures 
upon said firemen, for a violation of the same, as the said 
council may deem proper; and for incapacity, neglect of 
duty or misconduct, to remove them and appoint others in 
their places. 
Prijiiegcs ^ 6. The engineer^ of the fire department, the appointed 
* fire wardens and all firemen, hook and ladder, hose and tub, 
bag and axemen of the city, shall be ex^pt from serving 
on juries in all courts, and from serving m the militia, ex- 
cept in case of war, invasion oj insurrection. The name of 
each person appointed to any of the said offices or posts, 
shall be registered with the clerk of the city, and the evi- 
dence to entitle him to any exemption, providetl in this sec- 
tion, shall be the certificate of the clerk, made within the 
year in which that exemption is claimed. 
Privileges ^7. Every person, who at the expiration of one month after 
who serve the passage of this act, shall have served in any one or more 
yeaw^lc. of the offices or posts, in the last section specified for more 
than nine years, and shall thereafter so serve the residue of 
a term of ten years; and every person who shall then have 
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so served for a time not less than six, nor more than nine 
years, who shall so serve for one year thereafter; and eyery 
person who shall then have so served for less than six years, 
who shall thereafter so serve for the residue of a term of se- 
ven years; and every person who shall thereafter be appoint- 
ed to and serve in any one or more of such offices or posts 
for the full term of seven years, shall be exempt from serv- 
ing on juries, and also from serving in the militia, except in 
case of war, insurrection or invasion, and shall enjoy all other 
exemptions and privileges now secured by law to the firemen 
of the cities of New- York and Albany. The evidence of 
such exemption and privileges shall be. a certificate under 
the city seal. 

§ 8.- When any building in the city is on fire, it shall be Buiidingg 
lawful for the chief, or acting chief engineer, with the con- ^Sx down 
currence of the mayor and three aldermen, or of any fivefncemSn*^ 
aldermen, to order and direct the same, (or any other build- ^^^"^'b. 
ings which they deem likely to take fire and convey the 
same to other buildings,) to be torn down or blown up, and 
destroyed; and no action shall be maintained against any 
person therefor. But any person interested in any such 
building so destroyed or injured, may, within three months 
thereafter, apply to the council to assess and pay the damages 
he has sustained. At the expiration of the three months, if 
any such application shall have been made in writing, the 
common council shall, by ballot, appoint five disinterested 
freeholders of the city as assessors, who shall proceed in all 
things in the manner prescribed by the eleventh section of 
the sixth title of this act, to assess the damages so claimed; . 
and the same proceedings may be had thereon as are provi- 
ded by that section, but the second assessment, if one be had, 
shall be final. The damage awarded by the assessor shall be 
paid by th^ common oouncil, and received by the claimants 
in full of all claim and demand of damages, for or on account 
of the injury to or destruction of the said buildings. 

TITLE IX. 

Of Commm and other Schools. 

§ 1. The mayor and aldermen of the city of Buffalo shall, Commis- 
by virtue of their offices, be commissioners of common common 
schools, in and^for said city, and in common council shall **^^***^^*- 
perform all the duties of such commissioners, and shall 
possess all the rights, powers and authority of commissioners 
of common schools, in the several towns in this state. 
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^ 2. The clerk of said city, shall be the clerk of the mayor 
and aldermen thereof, when acting as commissioners of com* 
mon schools, and shall perform all the duties required of the 
town clerks of the several towns in the state, as clerks of the 
commissioners of common schools of such towns, and be sub- 
ject to the same penalties for the neglect thereof. 

§ 3. In all appropriations of public money for schools, or 
other purposes, the city of Buffalo shall be taken and consi- 
dered as a town in the county of Erie, and shall be entitled 
to copies of laws in the same manner as other towns in said 
county; and all such moneys or books shall be paid or de- 
livered to the common council. 

§ 4. The common council may expend such portion as they 
may deem proper, of any library moneys hereafter received 
from the state, in binding and repairing the books in the city 
library, in purchasing map$ and other apparatus for the 
schools, and in supplying indigent scholars in the schools 
under their charge, with necessary common school books, 
and other implements of learning. 

^ 6. All the district schools organized within the city of 
Buffalo, shall be public, and free to all white children resi- 
ding within the district, under the age of sixteen years, and 
the common council by a vote of two-thirds of the aldermen 
elected, are hereby authorized to include in the general an- 
nual city tax, in addition to the amount they are or may be 
authorized to raise under the third section of the fifth title 
of this act, such sum ais, in their opinion, with the public 
school moneys for the year, will be sufficient to support their 
school system, and to defray the expenses of all the schools 
under their charge, except such of said expenses as may be 
raised by district tax. Tbe moneys thus raised for school 
purposes, together with all moneys received from other 
sources for such purposes, shall constitute a separaie fund, to 
be called the School Fund, and a separate and distinct ac- 
count thereof shall be kept by the proper officer or officers 
of the city; and the moneys of this fund shall not be appro- 
priated or diverted to any other purpoise whatever, 

§ 6. The common council shall provide and maintain one 
or more free schools in the city for the colored children 
thereof ;^and may purchase one or more %ites, and erect 
thereon, furnish and maintain all buildings necessary for such 
schools; and shall from time to time, raise all moneys neces- 
sary for these purposes, by general tax, in the manner {)ro- 
vided by the last section. 

§ 7. The common council shall have power, and it shall 
be their duty, whenever it may be necessary so to do, 

1. To designate and purchase or lease, in each school dis- 
trict, a site or sites for the jschodl-house or school-bouses 
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therein, and to fence and improve the same as to them shall 
appear suitable and proper; 

2. To build on such site or sites, or on any lot owned by J®^^^^^* 
such district, such school-house or school-houses and out- 
houses as shall to them appear suitable and sufficient for such 
districts: 

3. To complete, improve, enlarge or repair any tlistrict imjro^ ^ 
school-house, from time to time as they shall think proper, bouses. '^ 
and to supply such school-houses, whenever they deem it 
expedient, with such school apparatus, books, furniture and 
appendages as they may direct; and to prescribe the course 

and extent of the studies to be pursued therein: 

4. To order from time to time, a tax to be levied upon all J^,**'^' * 
the taxable property of any district, sufficient to pay all such 

sums as they may have expended or deem necessary to be 
expended in that district, for the purposes in this section 
above specified: 

6. To make out a tax roll or list of every district tax J^J^^,^* 
ordered by them, within sixty days after such district tax k>w»- 
shall be ordered, similar in form to the general assessment 
roll in said city, ascertaining the valuation of the property 
to be taxed as far as possible from the last assessment roll of 
said city; and no person shall be entitled to any reduction

9. To divide the district schools in said city into primary 
and higher departments or otherwise^ whenever they shall 
deem such division desirable^ and to prescribe regulations 
for the transfer of scholars from one department to the 
other, and also to direct the superintendent to provide suita- 
ble and sufficient instructors for each of the said departments* 

^ 9. The superintendent of common schools of said city^ 
shall be the executive officer of the common council to carry 
into effect all the provisions of this act, and the ordinances 
and orders of the said common council, in respect to com^ 
mon schools; and it shall be lawful for the said, common 
council to assign to the said superintendent, the perforxnance 
of any duty required of them, in respect to the common 
schot)ls of said city; he shall, in respect to the common 
schools of said city, possess all the powera and authority, 
and be subject to the duties and obligations of the inspec- 
tors of common schools of the different towns of this state. 
He shall also have power, and it shall be his duty, 

1. To have the care and custody, and provide for the 
safe keeping of district school-houses in said city. 

2. To contract with and employ all teachers df^the several 
district schools therein:

6. To perform such other duties as may be from time to 
time imposed on him by the common council. 

§ 10. The inhabitants of. any school district entitled to

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Chap. 133. 

AN ACT amendatory of the severed acts relating to ConP- 
mon Schools. 

Passed April 17, 1843. 

The People of the State of Kew-York^ represented in Se- 
nate and Assembly^ do enact as follows: 

§ 1. The offices of commissioners and inspectors of com- offictt abo- 
mon schools are hereby abolished. **'**' 

§ 2. There shall hereafter be annually elected in each of Town ta- 
the towns of this state, at the same time and in the same entiTtol^ 
manner that other town officers are chosen, an officer to be •^•c***- 
denominated ^^ Town Superintendent of Common Schools," 
who, in addition to the powers and duties hereinafter con- 
ferred and impdsed, shall perform all the duties, and be sub- 
ject to all the restrictions and liabilities now by law imposed 
upon commissioners and inspectors of common schools, ex- 
cept as otherwise herein provided/ It shall be his duty, 
within ten days after his election, to execute to the supervi- 
sor of his town and file with the town clerk, a bond with ^ 
one or more sufficient sureties, to be approved of by said su- 
pervisor by endorsement over his signature on said bond, in 
the penalty of double the amount of school money which 
his town received from all sources during the year preceding 
that for which he shall have been elected, conditioned for 
the faithful application and legal disbursement of all the 
school money coming into his hands. In case such bond 
shall not be executed and filed within the time herein speci- 
fied, the office of such town superintendent shall be deemed 
yacant, and such or other vacancy shall be filled in the same 
manner as vacancies in the office of commissioners of com- 
mon schools are now by law directed to be filled. Such town 
superintendent shall be entitled to a compensation of one 
dollar and twenty-five cents for every day necessarily spent 
in the discharge of the duties of his office, to be audited and 
allowed as other town charges.

Passed April 17, 1843, by a two-third vote.

Corpora. ^1. All persons who shall become stockholders pursuant 
tion created ^^ ^j^j^ ^^^^ ^^^ hereby constituted a body corporate by the 
name and style of the Prattsville Turnpike Company, for 
the purpose of constructing a turnpike road from some point 
on the Kingston and Middletown turnpike, near the mouth 
of Smith Bushkill, in.Shandaken, and to extend from thence 
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the most feasible and convenient route through Lexington 
to Prattsville, terminating and intersecting with the Wind-- 
ham turnpike road at some point near the big rock in the 
town of Prattsville, to be determined by the commissioners 
hereinafter mentioned. General

AN ACT to incorporate the village of Warsaw, 

Passed April 17, 1843, by a two-third vote. 

The People of the State of Jfew-York^ represented in Se- 
nate and Assemhly^ do enact as follows: 

Corpora- 

§ 1. The territory in the town of Warsaw, county of Wy- *^*>«» «"»'«* 
oming, contained in the following limits, to wit: 

Beginning on the north line of lot number twenty- 
nine in the town of Warsaw, twenty chains east from the 
northwest corner thereof; thence south parallel with the west * 
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line of lots number twenty-nine and twenty-eight, to the 
south line of said lot number twenty-eight; thence west on 
the south line of lots number twenty-eight and thirty-six, 
sixty-five chains; thence north parallel with the east line of 
lots thirty-six and thirty-seven, to the north line of said lot 
number thirty-seven; thence east on th% north line of lots 
thirty-seven and twenty-nine, sixty-five chains to the place 
of beginning; shall be known and distinguished by the name 
of the village of Warsaw; and the freeholders and inhabitants 
residing, or who may hereafter reside within the limits afore- 
said, are hereby constituted a body corporate and politic, by 
the name of " The Trustees of the village of Warsaw." 

rirttroeet- ^ 2. The first meeting of the inhabitants qualified by law 

te^ca^ted.^ to vote at towu meetings, residing in said village, shall be 
called by a justice of the peace residing in said village, 
or in cas^ of his absence or inability, or neglect to call 
* such meeting, by the justice residing nearest to said village, 
by giving notice thereof for the same time, and publish in 
the same manner as required by the fourth section of this act, 
and the justice calling such meeting shall preside thereat as 
president thereof; and said tneeting shall be conducted in all 
respects, and the said inhabitants shall in all respects have 
the same powers and no others at said meeting, that are pre- 
scribed for annual meetings in this act.

Sfe^ieScd. ^^' -^^ ®*^^ annual meeting of the said inhabitants, they 
shall elect by ballot five trustees, three assessors who shall 
be freeholders in said village, one clerk, one collector, one 
treasurer and three fire wardens, who shall be residents of 
said village, and entitled to vote therein, who shall respec- 
tively hold their offices until the next annual meeting, and 
until others are chosen in their places, and shall have given 
notice of their acceptance. 
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§ 6. The president of said village, or in his absence, any Voten. 
one of the trustees shall preside at each meeting of the in- 
habitants thereof; and no person shall be entitled to vote 
at annual or special meetings of the inhabitants on any ques- 
tion in relation to the raising or appropriating moneys in 
said village, if he shall not have been an inhabitant thereof 
for the last six months, and immediately preceding the of- 
fering of such vote, and otherwise qualified to vote at town 
meetings.

T e said inhabitants also, at any 
annual meeting, may raise by tax, in addition to said sum of 
two hundred dollars, such sum as they may think proper for 
the then ensuing year, for the purpose of affording to the trus- 
tees, assessors, clerk, treasurer and fire wardens, ox any of 
them, such suitable compensatian for their services, ^ot ex- 
ceeding one dollar per day, for the time they may be em- 
ployed in the business of said corporation, as a majority of 
such inhabitants may think fit.

21. To prescribe and ordain suitable fines, penalties and 
forfeitures for offending against such by-laws, rules, regula- 
tions and ordinances and the provisions of this act, not exceed- 
ing twenty-five dollars for one offence, and to remit such 
fines, penalties and forfeitures, wholly or in part: 

§ 11. Every fine, penalty and forfeiture incurred for any Sb?c5^ 
offence against the by-laws of said village, or anv of the pro- iteud.

and recovered by the trustees in the name of the corporation, 
in an action of debt, or other appropriate action, before any

That it shall and may be lawful for the boards of su« 
bridgJ.*^*^^^ pervisors of the counties of Erie and Cattaraugus respec- 
tively, and they are hereby required, at their next annual 
meetings, to appropriate the sum of one thousand dollars 
each, of the moneys to be raised in the year eighteen hun- 
dred and forty-three, from the Cattaraugus reservation, by 
virtue of the act hereby amended, for the purpose of build- 
ing a bridge over the Cattaraugus creek, on the Cattaraugus 
Indian reservation, at a point on* the said creek where the 
road leading from the town of Collins, in Erie county, to 
the town of Perrysburg, in Cattaraugus county, crosses the 
said creek at the falls, and for grading the banks of said 
creek, and making the road leading from the said bridge to 
the white settlement on the east and west sides of the said 
Indian reservation.

^ 1. The district of country in the town of Salina, and corpora- 
county of Onondaga, contained within the following bounds, **®"^*'**** 
that is: beginning at the point where the tail race of the 
Clark & Seymour saw-^mill empties into the Oswego canal; 
thence up said tail race through the centre thereof, to the 
northerly line of the road leading from Salina to the village 
of Geddes; thence southerly on the linie of said road, four 
chains; thence easterly, on a line parallel with the northerly 
line of the fifteen acre marsh lots, to the continuance of Di- 
vision-street; thence up the centre of Division-street, to the 
centre of Lodi-street; thence easterly through the centre of 
Lodi-street, to the centre of Butternut-street; thence north- 
easterly through the centre of Butternut-street, to the line 
between blocks number one hundred and twenty-two and one 
hundred and twenty-three; thence northerly on the line be- 
tween said blocks number one hundred and nineteen and one 
hundred &nd twenty, one hundred and sixteen and one hun- 
dred and seventeen to Pond-street; thence through the cen- 
tre of Pond-street, easterly to the centre of Carbon-street; 
thence up the centre of Carbon-street, northerly to Elm- 
street; thence easterly through the centre of Elm-street, to 
the centre of the road leading from Salina to Foot-settle- 
ment, in the town of Dewitt; thence northerly through (he 
centre of said road and Third North-street, to the centre of

continue to be known and distinguished by the name of *^The 
Village of Salina;" and the inhabitants residing therein shall 
be a corporation by the name of " The Trustees of the Vil- 
lage of Salina." 

oenerai ^2. The Said Corporation shall cnjoy the privileges, and 

powers, j^^ subject, to the restrictions contained in part one, title 
three, chapter eighteen of the Revised Statutes, so far as 
they may be applicable to said corporation; but shall be re- 
stricted m the real estate they may purchase or hold to an 
amount not exceeding three thousand dollars. 

Election. ^3. An election shall be held in said village on the se- 
cond Monday in April, in each year hereafter, at such place 
and time or times of day as the trustees for the time being 
shall appoint; and of which at least six days' previous notice 
shall be given, by putting up written or printed notices there- 
of, in at least three public places in said village. The trus- 
tees of said village shall be inspectors of aH elections held 
under this act.

unless he shall at the time of offering his vote, be qualified to 
vote at any election for state officers in the town of Salina, 
and an actual resident of said village.

printed, or partly written and partly printed, the names of 
the persons for whom the elector intends to vote, and shall 
designate the office to which each person so named is intend* 
ed to be chosen; but no ballot shall contain a greater num- 
ber of names of persons designated to any office, than there 
are persons to be chosen at that election to fill such office; 
and such elections shall be conducted in all respects as near 
as may be, as elections for state officers are by law required 
to be conducted:; and the inspectors shall have the same power 
and authority in all respects as near as may be, as inspectors 
of elections in towns possess.

4. To require of every person who shall be assessed, other 
than a poll tax alone, the payment of his, her or their whole 
assessment in money, at the rate of fifty cents per day, and 
to cause the same to be collected by the collector in the same 
manner that taxes are voted by the inhabitants are collected, 
and paid into the treasury, to be there kept as a distinct fund, 
to be called the road fund: 

6. To make their orders from time to time in favor of the 
street commissioner upon the treasurer, for such portion of the 
money so collected, as they may deem proper to be expended 
in the improvement of streets and roads, and in the purchase 
of such necessary teams and implements therefor as they 
may deem proper. 

a. The said street commissioner shall deliver to the trus- 
tees, a list of all persons in said village by law liable to woik 
on the highways. When a list of persons assessed for a poll 
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tax ah>ne, sball be deliTered by the trostees to the str^ 
commissioner, he shall warn all such persons to work on the 
ihighwajs, according to the law r^ulating'the working of 
highways in towns; and all sudh persons when dnly warned 
'shall work the number of days for which they shall be as^ 
sessed, but they may Commute ior the same, at the rate of fifty 
cents per day, to be jmid to the saicii street* commissioner. 
If any such person shall neglect or refuse to labor or com- 
mute, he shall be liable to the same penalties, and to be en- 
forced by the street commissioner, as is provided for in the 
law regulating the working of highways in towns. The said 
street commisffloner shall superintend the labor to be done 
on the highways and ei^pend all the moneys that shall come 
to his hands as such ^str^et comimissioner, under the direction 
of the trustees; he shall, as often as may be required by the 
trustees, account to them far all money that he may reeeiTe, 
tBmd at the end of his term of office, render them a full ac- 
count under oath, as is provided by law for overseers of 
highways in towira.

a. They shall have sole power to regulate, permit or pro- 
hibit the exhibitioits of common showmen and shows, or the 
exhibitions of any natural or artificial curiosities, caravans, 
circuses, theatrical performances, or other exhibitions or-j^er* 
formatices for mdney: 
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4. To compel the owner or oconpimt of any grocery, ceHar, 
tallow chandler's shop, soap factory, tannery, stable, bars, 
privy, sewer, or other unwholesome or nauseous house, ditch^ 
pond or place, to cleanse, remove or abate the same from 
time to time, as often as may be necessary for the health, 
comfort or convenience of the inhabitants of said village: 

6. To regulate the location of slaughter houses, and the 
places where cattle, sheep or swine may be slaughtered: 

6. To regulate the keeping of gunpowder and other com- 
bustible and dangerous materials, and the use of candle and 
lights in bams and stables: 

7. To prevent horse-racing, immoderate riding and driving 
in the streets: 

a. To prevent incumbering the streets, sidewalks, alleyt, 
lanes, wharves and docks, with carriages, carts, sleds, sleighs, 
wheelbarrows, boxes, timber, lumber, firewood or any other 
substances or materials whatever, and to cause the same to 
be removed: 

9. To regulate or prohibit bathing and swimming in the 
canals or basins in said village: • 

10. To restrain and arrest vagrants, mendicants, street 
vagrants and common prostitutes, and cause the same to be 
dealt with according to law: 

1 1. To restrain and regulate the running at large of cattle^ 
horses, sheep, goats, swine and geese, and to authorize the 
dis(training, impounding and sale of the same, for any penalty 
incurred by such animals, and all the costs of proceedings: 

12. To prevent the running at large of dogs owned by 
residents in said village, and to authorize the destruction of 
the same, when at large contrary to the ordinance: 

18. To prohibit any person from depositing or having 
within the bounds pf said corporation, any dead carcass or 
other unwholesome substance, and to require the removal 
or destruction of the same, by any person who shall have 
the same on or near his premises, and on his default, to au- 
thorize the removal or destruction thereof by some officer of 
the corporation: • 

14. To prohibit or regulate the rolling of hoops, playing 
at ball, flying of kites or any other amusement or practice 
having a tendency to annoy persons passing on the streets or 
sidewalks, or to frighten teams or horses in said village: 

16. To compel all persons to clean the sidewalks and 
pavements in front of the premises owned or occupied by 
them, as often as the said trustees shall deem necessary:

AN ACT to prohibit members of the Canal Board and offi- 
cers, on the canals from becoming interested in any con- 
tracts or hydraulic works ^ and for other purposes.

^ 1. The one hundred and eighty-sixth section of title 
nine, chapter nine of the first part of the Revised Statutes, 
is hereby amended so that it shall read as follows: 

Prohibition. No caual commissioner or other member of the canal board, 
or superintendent, engineer or person holding any appoint- 
ment under the canal commissioners or any one of them, or 
under any superintendent of repairs, or other officer on the 
canals, shall hereafter become interested in any hydraulic 

, work dependant on the canals for a supply of water, or 

become interested in any line of boats regularly navigating 
the canals, or shall either directly or indirectly become inte- 
rested in any contract on the canals as a contractoV, surety 
or otherwise, either in his own name or in the name of any 
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other person, or shall either directly 6r fadirectly derive any 
benefit from the ordinary or extraoydipary expenditures on 
the C€ma1s beyond his est^bli$hed compensation; and if any 
canal commissioner, member of the canal board, superintend-

The People of the State of J^TewYark^ represented in Se- 
nate and Assembly^ do enact as follows:

AN ACT to incorporate the Washington Monument Asso- 
ciation of the city of JVewYork. 

Passed April 18, 1843, by a two-third vote. 

The People of the State of New-York^ represented in Ser 
• nate and Assemhly^ do enact as follows: 

Corpora- ^ 1. Morgan Lewis, Stephen Allen, Moses H. Grinnell, 
oncr^a e g^^^^^j. jj Morris, William W. Fox, Peter Cooper, John W. 
Francis, Nicholas Dean, Don Alonzo Cushman, Edward D. 
West, James Talmadge, Charles W. Sanford, Henry T. 
Kiersted and their successors are hereby constituted a body 
corporate, by the name of " The Washington Monument 
Association in the city of New- York," for the purpose of 
erecting a monument to the memory of George Washington; 
for procuring within said city a suitable piece of ground for 
that purpose; for receiving and collecting subscriptions and 
contributions for that object; making and enforcing con- 
tracts therefor; appointing agents to solicit and collect mo- 
ney; architects, mechanics and others, to direct, superintend, 
and erect the said monument; to maintain, preserve, and 
ornament the same by such works of art, and such memori- 
als of the revolution, and other great events in the history of 
this country, as may be deemed proper, and also of appro- 
priating the income to be derived from the said monument to 
such worthy objects, as to the board of trustees may seem 
suitable and best. 
AffaiM how ^ 2. The aflFairs, property and powers of the said corpo- 
naged. ' ration shall be managed, and exercised, by a board consisting 
of thirteen trustees, residing at the time of their appoint- 
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ment in the city of New-York, and such board shall keep 
an office in the said city, for the transaction of the business 
of the said corporation.

$kall compose the first board of trustees, and whenever a ^****

of business, at the office of the corporation in the city of New-

from, except for the expenses of collecting and safe keeping 
of such moneys, and the expenses necessarily incurred in the 
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organization 9 and conduct of the affairs of the association, 
and the corporation hereby created shall thereupon cease and 
determine. 

§ 6. No person shall receive, either directly or indirectly, 
any compensation for services rendered as trustee, president, 
or vice-president of the said association. 

§7. Itshali belawful forthesaid corporation, for the purpose 
of defraying the expenses of the association, aiding in the 
completion of the work, and the purchase of such works of 
art, and other suitable ornaments and memorial^, as the board 
of trustees may think proper, to require and receive from vi- 
siters admitted within the monument, such small fee for such 
admittance (not exceeding twenty-five cents for each adult 
person,) as the board may think proper; provided, neverthe- 
less, that any person who shall contribute the sum of one 
hundred dollars to the object specified in this act, shall be 
entitled to such admittance for himself and family, at all rea- 
sonable times, without charge. 

^ 8. Contracts made by the said corporation for any of the

§ 9. All moneys collected or received by the said corpo- 
ration, or its trustees, officers, or agents, shall be faithfully 
applied to the purposes designated by this act, and to no 
other purposes; and if any trustee, officer or agent of the as- 
sociation shall convert any money, choses in action, or other 
property contributed, or otherwise received for or belonging 
to said corporation, to his own use, he shall, in addition to 
his own liability, and the liability of his sureties, for the same, 
and for all damages sustained by the association thereby 5 be 
deemed guilty of felony, and upon conviction, be punished by 
imprisonment in a state prison, not less than two nor more 
than ten years.

shall not, within ten days after notification and request, deli- 
ver to his successor in office all the moneys, books, papers.

6. To regulate the keeping and conveying gunpowder and 
other combustible and dangerous materials, and the use of 
candles and lights in barns and stables: 

7. To regulate the place and manner of selling and weigh- 
ing hay, and the selling and naeasuring of wood, lime and 
coal, and to appoint suitable persons to superintend and con- 
duct the same: 

8. To regulate and prevent the running at large of dogs, 
owned by persons residing in said village:

11. To abate and remove nuisances: 

12. To restrain the running at large of cattle, horses, 
sheep and swine:

§ 34. The board of trustees shall have power from time 
to time, to prescribe the duties of all officers and persons ap- 
pointed by them to any office or place whatever, subject to 
the provisions of this act; and may remove all such officers 
and persons for incapacity, neglect of duty or official mis- 
conduct. 
t^hiTOs^' "^ ^^- "^^^ board of trustees may make, publish, ordain, 
penaWes. amend and repeal all such ordinances, by-laws and police 
regulations as may be necessary to carry into effect the powers 
given to said board by this act, by imposing penalties on any 
person violating the same, not exceeding twenty-five dollars 
for any one oflfence, to be recovered with costs in an action 
of debt in any court having cognizance thereof. Every such 
ordinance or by-law, imposing any penalty or forfeiture for 
a violation of»its provisions, shall, after the passage thereof,

And in the assessment 
roll made in pursuance of this section, it shall be the duty 
of the board of trustees to sit down and describe briefly the 
real estate on or in respect of which the assessment or tax is 
imposed or assessed. In the assessment roll made in pur- 
suance of this section, all persons who would be liable by 
law to be assessed to work on highways, if they resided in 
any town in this state, shall be enumerated, and the number 
of days of highway labor, which, according to the said as- 
sessment roll of the said village, they would respectively be 
liable to perform, if they resided in any town as aforesaid in 
this state, shall be stated, and such statement shall be set 
down in a separate column. Said assessment roll shall, 
when completed and corrected, be filed with the clerk of the 
village. All taxes and assessments imposed, rated and as- 
sessed by the said board of trustees, in pursuance of this 
section, shall be collected by the collector of said village, 
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in the same manner, and with the same power and authority as 
taxes in and for the county of Niagara are collected by the col- 
lectors of the several towns, by" virtue of a warrant under 
the corporate seal signed by the president, s>t by suit in the 
Highwayia- corporate name, with interest and costs. All highway work 
^^' mentioned and set down in the assessment roll, may be com- 

muted for by the persons liable to perform the same, at the 
rate of sixty-two and a half cents for each day's highway 
labor. Each ward of the said village shall be one road dis- 
trict.

and in such manner and time as they shall prescribe; and to 
regulate and prevent the carrying on of manufactories which 
may occasion .fires; and to prevent the use of fireworks and 
firearms in the streets; to compel the owners and occupants 
of houses and other buildings to have scuttles in the roofs, 
and stairs and ladders leading to the same; to authorize the pre^ 
sident, trustees, fire wardens and other officers of said village 
and to keep away from the vicinity of any fire, all idle and sus- 
picious persons; and to compel all officers of said village and 
other persons .to aid in the extinguishment of fijres, and the 
preservation of property exposed to danger thereat; and gene- 
rally to establish such regulations for the prevention or extin- 
guishment of fires, as the board of trustees may deem expedient.

Passed April 18, 1843. 

The People of the State of JSTew-Yorkj represented in Se- 
nate and Asskmhly^ do enact as follows: 

§ 1. The act entitled " An act to extend to the city and 
county of Nevv-Yoik, the -provisions of the general act in 
relation to common schools," passed April 11, 1842, is here- 
by amended in the manner following. The first section shall 
read as follows:

§ 1. There shall be elected in each of the, wards of the Two com- 
city and county of New-York, two commissioners, two in- tJJS'inspecI 
specters and five trustees of common schools, who shall be {?ulfees?o* 
elected by ballQ;t, at a special election, to be held on the first be elected in 
Monday of June, 1843, by persons qualified to vote for char- 
ter officers, and to be conducted in the same manner, by the # 
same inspectors, the same ward districts, and subject to the 
same laws, rules and regulations as now govern the charter 
elections in said city.

AN ACT to confirm the title of certain lands conveyed to 
Richard Richardson^ an alien. 

Passed Ipril 18, 1843. 

The People of the State of J^Tew-Yorky represented in Se- 
nate and Assembly y do enact as follows: 

^ 1. A certain conveyance executed by Josiah F. Millard 
and Mary F. his wife, to Richard Richardson, dated the fif- 
teenth day of May, one thousand eight hundred and thirty- 
nine, and recorded in the clerk's bfiice of Monroe county on 
the seventeenth day of October, one thousand eight hundred 
and thirty-nine, in liber number forty-seven of deeds, page 
five hundred and forty-three, shall be of the same force, ef- 
fect and validity, and confer the same title as if the said 
Richard Richardson had been at the time of the execution 
thereof a citizen of the United States.

stock issued for the Erie and Champlain canals, an amount
